Btill holiness was their object. God then 
thrust them out to raise a holy people." 
Tbe«e are the words of John and Charles 
Wesley. 

In the year 1766 Philip Embury, a Weai 
leyan Local Preacher from Ireland, began 
to preach in the city of New York, and 
formed a Society of his own oountrymea 
the ctliBene; ajid in the same yeaTi 
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Thomas Webb, a captain in the British 
army, and also a Wesleyan Local Preacher, 
preached in a hired room near the bar- 
racks. About the same lime Robert Straw- 
bridge, another Local Preacher from Ire- 
land, settled in Frederick County, in the 
State of Maryland, and preaching there, 
formed some Societies. The first Methodist 
church built in America was erected in 
New York in 1768. In 1769 Richard 
Boardman and Joseph Pilmoor, two itin- 
erant Wesleyan Preachers of England, 
"were sent to America by Mr. Wesley. 
These were the first Methodist Traveling 
Preachers on the Continent. In the latter 
end of the year 1771 Francis Asbury and 
Bichard Wright, of the same country and 
order, were sent over. 

We believe that God's design in raising 
np the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
America was, to reform the continent and 
spread Scriptural holiness over these lands. 
As a proof hereof, we have seen since that 
time a great and glorious work of God ex- 
tending throughout all the United States 
tmd Territories, and throughout the British 
poBBesaioEa of North America; and the 
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Epibcopal Addrebs.

Bat hd 
that is a hireling, and not the shepherd, whose 
own the sheep are not, seeth the wolf comiog, 
and Icaveth the sheep, and fleeth; and the woU 
catcheth them, and scattcreth the sheep. The 
hireling fleeth, because he is a hireling, and 
careth not for the sheep. I am the good shep- 
herd, and know my aheep, and am known ot 
mine.

You have heard, brethren, in your private ex- 
wnination, and in the holy lessons taken out at 
the Goapel'and the writings of the Apostli 
what dignity and of how great importance this 
Office is whereunto ye are culled.

HaTe always therefore printed in your remem- 
braoce how great a treasure is committed to your 
charge. For tbey are the sheep of Christ, which 
he bought with his death, and for whom he shed 
his blood. Tho Church which you must serve 
is his spouse and his body. And if it shall 
happen, thesame Church, or any member thereof , 
do take any hurt or hinderance by reason of your 
negligfncc, ye know the greatness of the fanit, 
and also the fearful punishinent that-will en- 
sue. Wherefore consider with yourselves tho 
end of the ministry toward the children of God, 
toward the npouse and body of Christ; and see 
that you never cease your labor, your care and 
diligence, until you have done all that lieth in

Ilowlreit ye can- 
not havi! a mind «nd will thereto of yourselves, 
for Lhat will and ability are given of God alone; 
therefore ye oiig'ht, and have need, to pray ear- 
nestly for bis Holy Spirit.
